it'ter a prayer by Rev. Mr. Hoadly, the 
j ^secretary, Mr. Tracy presented an abstract of 
the Annual Report. The receipts of the 
last year amount to $18,450, and the expen¬ 
ditures about $1000 less than this amount.— 
The number of emigrants during the last 
year lias been 676,lft* more than the pre¬ 
vious year. Of these 271 had been slaves, 
and 2i of them had Mirehased themselves. 

Rev. Mr. Alcott made a speech of some 
length, in which the main point was that 
God will overrule the sin of American Slav¬ 
ery to the Christianization of Africa. 

Rev. Dr. Derby, of Philadelphia, was then 
introduced to the audience. He commenced 
bis speech by sayiug that he did not rise to 
defend or apologize for the institution of 
Slavery. He acknowledged that the system 
was tainted with evil. But the practical 
question is, how shall we act in the circum¬ 
stances in which vve are placed ? He then 
went on to portray the dangers of this in¬ 
stitution, and the manner in which it threat¬ 
ened the union of the States ; and that the 
South would never endure their presence 
when they came to equal the white popula¬ 
tion ; that they can never be admitted, in 
this country, to an equality of political rights 
with the whites, which he endeavored to 
fortify by argument tlmt he was born in the 
South; had been uiirsed by a slave woman ; 
had seen the black man under all circum¬ 
stances, and in all pa rts °f t,le United States, 
and yet had never seen one that was a 
man. He argued that God had placed an 
insuperable barrier to their equality with the 
country, maintained that the best thing thev 
can do is to go to Africa. He also dwelt at 
some length upon the great blessing Amer¬ 
ican Slavery is conferring on the slave, in 
affording him an opportunity to become ac¬ 
quainted with Christianity, and securing the 
selvation of his soul. The whole tone and 
spirit of Dr. Derby was pro-Slavery in the 
highest degree, and evinced the inveteracy 


All improprieties of behavior in the street 
being offenses against Christian courtesy, 
nnd liable to public exposure and ridicule, 
there need he no uiiologv for offering some 
suggestions ou the subject. 

Do not go into the street until you are com¬ 
pletely dressed. Your cloak, or shawl, mid 
even your gloves, should lie adjusted before 
you open the street door. 

Never go into the street with a pipe or cigar 
in your mouth. No person having just ideas 
of cleanliness and decency, ever smoked in 
any public place or conveyance. It would 
he difficult to ducide which is the more s 
fish creature: he who pollutes the pure 
juuspliere or heaven with the sickening fumos 
which are puffed from his filthy mouth, or he 
who reels about the street, taking both sides 
of the walk along with him, and dashing 
every body that tries to get past him. When, 
as is often this case, the blended fumes of to¬ 
bacco and liquor envelop a drunkard, they 
make him the loathsome monopolizer of both 
earth and air. Never smoke in a city, un, 
less standing in the company of chimneys, 
on a fire-proof roof, and never in the coun¬ 
try unless wandering fur from all human 
haunts and habitations. 

When you find a uunilier of ladies at the 
entrance of a public conveyance, wait till 
they are all ou board. To crowd before 
them because they happen to he unattended, 
and arc not your acquaintance, is discour¬ 
teous. Offer them your assistance, but lie 
not officiously attentive to them. Ladies 
should always thank gentlemen for such ser¬ 
in passing gutter over which a narrow slab 
is laid it is not courteous to crowd before 
another who is ready to go over, or to jump 
over nt the side of the slab while another is 
crossing upon it. When a lady is about to 
cross, a gentleman, who has reason to think 
his services would be agreeable to her, mav 
pass over before her, and offer her his hand. 
If you are in the street with an umbrella dur¬ 
ing a strom, offer to share it with any respect¬ 
able person going the same way without one. 
If the person goes further than youfself, shel¬ 
ter him to his own door. Avoid striking yonr 
umbrella agaiusl those who are passing by 
looking out for those coming toward you. 

If you meet an acquaintance carrying any¬ 
thing, do not inquire what he has, nor mani¬ 
fest the siighest curiosity about it, or if he 
should leave a friend with whom he is walk¬ 
ing, in order to converse with you aside,do not 
ask him who he has with him. If you over¬ 
take persons of your acquaintance walking 
together, do not join them unless they re¬ 
quest you to do so. When you meet an ac¬ 
quaintance do not ask hitn where he has 
been, nor whither he is going. Never ask 
a person whom you meet ou Sunday, wheth¬ 
er he has heeu to church, or where, nor say 
that you have lieen to such a church, but did 
not see him there. 

Cheerfully show any person a street, when 
he asks this favor, and if he can more easily 
understand your directions by your going

children were not so much wanted in Boston as 
adults, they svere enrried out nnd disposed of

This is inde 
dependent of other food. A growu sheep 
will take three ond a third per cent, of its 
weight in hay, to keep in good store condi¬ 
tion.

The Prospect in California.— A letter 
from .Sail Francisco to the New York Herald 
[ has the following: 

Every steamer that arrives here, brings to 
California more or less slaves from theSouth- 
ern States ; and if the importation of this 
species of property should continue in the 
same way for a few months to come, a lai ge 
addition will be made to the slaveholding in¬ 
terest of California, sufficient, perhaps, to 
; counterbalance the anti-slavery interest. It 
this should be the case, the State disumon- 
| ists—those persons who are in favor of a di¬ 

vision of the State into Northern and South¬ 
ern California—will succeed in their enter¬ 
prise ; but not until then. There is an agi¬ 
tation on the subject as intense, and marked 
by as much acerbity and bitterness as any 
agitation on the same subject that ever took 
place in the United States. As it is, there 
> are two parties on this question of slavery 
here as elsewhere: hut no contest has yet 
taken place between them. The time, how¬ 
ever, is not far distant when this subject 
will, of itselfj be the dividing line between 
j political parties. The result will be a divi- 
| sion of the State, and the incorporation of , 
j Southern California as slave territory.
